Soldier’s Letter 


Donald G. Doherty, a soldier, 
writing to the letter column of 
the Louisville, -Ky., Courier- 
Journal, says: 

“At Jast I feel compelled to 
make some kind of protest 
against the completely destruc- 
tive influence seemingly wield- 
ed by Senator McCarthy.

LAOS is properly called “Pathet Lao,” meaning “the Lao Nation.” Its million and 
a half valley and highland peoples live here in what was once a part of the great em- 
pire of the Thais. These are among the eldest peoples of Asia, and once extended te 


the Yangtse valley in the 
north, They are scattered 
through the whole mass of 
mountains that lies across Yun- 
nan province of China, in north- 
ern Burma, in Thailand, as well 


as northern Viet-Nam.

The cousins of the Lao peo- 
ple inhabit parts of all these 
countries, and hence the forma- 
tion of “Pathet Lao’ is a fact 
of historic importance. 

It is a country of great miner- 
al riches. In 1952 American 
companies, operating under the 
wing of Frances puppet re- 

ime, began to bring out -tin 
mes the mines of Laos through 
the railways of Thailand.
